Egypt wins $5.4b 
international aid 
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PARIS, May 12 (R). — Egypt 
today won international sup- 
port for loans and grants tota- 
lling $5.4 billion to meet its 
foreign currency requirements 
this year. World Bank officials 
said here today. - 

The Egyptian government al- 
so received sympathetic consi- 
deration for its foreign aid ne- 
eds over the next three years, 
they added. 

The commitment came at the 
end of a two-day meeting of 
an international consortium 

which discussed Egypt’s econo- 
mic prospects and foreign, aid 
requirements for' its current 
five-year development plan. 

The consortium is known as 
the consultative group for the 
Arab Republic of Egypt, and 
is sponsored by the World 
Bank. ... .... 

Mr. Munir Benjenk, World 
Bank Vice President fOr Eu- 
rope, Middle E ast and North 
Africa who presided over the 
meeting, told a press conference 
afterwards: “We can say that 
the $5.4 billion foreign aid ne- 
eded by Egypt this year has 
been met”. 

He said the consortium was 
now working on longer term 
requirements, averaging $2.8 
billion a year for the next three 
years, making a total of $13.8 
billion for the 1977-80 period. 

Dr. Abdul Moneim Kaisuni, 
Egypt’s Deputy Prime Minister 
for Economic and Financial Af- 
fairs, outlined his country’s eco- 
nomic policy and development 
projects under the current 
plan. 

Egyptian planning Minister 
Abdul Razzak Abdul Meguid 
said the government expected' 
real growth of about eight per 
cent over the next 12 months 
with oil production rising by 15 
to 20 per cent 

“We are going back home 
encouraged by the international 
commitments we have won 
here,” he said. “We hope to 
establish from now on the clo- 
sest cooperation with the World 
• Bank and international agen- 
cies as well as all friendly co- 
untries,” he said. 

Chairman Benjenk said some 
criticism was voiced during the 
discussions on the way Egypt 
handled its economic situation, 
particularly its over indebted- 
ness. “But on the whole there 
.was considerable sympathy for 
Egypts heavy burdens and the 
efforts the Egyptian governm- 
ent and people are m akin g, 
he said. 

The meeting was attended

Carter s arms restraint

WASHINGTON, May 12 (R). — 
The White House said today 
that President Carter’s policy 
of restraining arms technology 
transfer abroad would not af- 
_ feet _ the historic relationship of 
the United States to Israel or 
U.S. support for its security. 

A one-sentence sta tem ent 
was issued after the president 
conferred with members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee on an amendment to fo- 
reign aid legislation that would 
expand the transfer of Ameri- 
cans arms technology to Israel. 

The amendment, to be consi- 
dered by the committee later 
today, urges the Carter admi- 
nistration to agree to more ex- 
pansive transfers than it now 


favours while it reviews policy 
guidelines. 

A number of senators have 
stated previously that the pre- 
sident’s attitude did not suffi- 
ciently recognise Israel’s wea- 
pons requirements and the need 
for it to join the United States 
in the co-production of arras. 

Among the senators at the 
meeting with the president was 
Hubert Humphrey, one of the

The White House statement 
said the group met Mr. Carter

Bhutto does not expect 
political settlement soon 


ISLAMABAD, May 12 (R). — 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali Bh- 
utto said tonight that a quick 
settlement of Pakistan’s two- 
month-long political crisis was 
not likely. 

He opened a press confere- 
nce at the National Assembly 
with the words : “I have no- 
thing exciting to report,” add- 
ing that a dialogue was nece- 
ssary with the nine-party opp- 
osition Pakistan National All- 
iance (PNA) to reach a political 
solution. 

Mr. Bhutto dampened specu- 
lation that he had reached a 
compromise agreement with 
the PNA, which charges that 
he rigged general elections in 
March and has demanded his 
resignation and fresh polling. 

Since opposition to the polls, 
agitation and ensuing violen- 
ce have cost at least 255 lives, 
disrupted most major cities and 
towns and seriously affected 
the economy. 

Mr. Bhutto himself had en- 
couraged speculation about an 
imminent breakthrough when 
he said earlier this week that 
he hoped some conclusion wo- 


uld be reached within a day or 
two. 

He said today be was still ho- 
peful and was trying hard to 
resolve the crisis. 

Mr. Bhutto confirmed he had 
a meeting last night with the 
PNA chief, Maul ana Mufti Ma- 
hmud. 

Contrary to newspaper acc- 
ounts which reported the mee- 
ting took place at the prime 
minister's house, Mr. Bbutto 
said he drove to the Sihala de- 
tention camp outside Rawalp- 
indi where Maulana Mufti and 
other PNA leaders are held.

Ceausescu, 
Sadat discuss 
Middle East 

CAIRO, May 12 (R). — Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat of Egypt 
and Nicolae Ceausescu of Ro- 
mania held talks here today 
on Middle East developments, 
ways to heal strained Egyptian- 
Soviet relations and the streng- 
thening of bilateral relations, 
informed sources said. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Is- 
mail Fahmi told reporters the 
two presidents had two hours 
of private consultations before 
formal talks began with their 
advisers. 

The sources said the heads 
of state exchanged views on 
improving Cairo-Moscow ties 
which have been strained by 
political and economic differe- 
nces. 

They said it was understood 
that President Sadat also ex- 
plained to the Romanian leader 
the Egyptian government’s eff- 
orts to bring about a peaceful 
settlement in the Middle East. 

Mr. Fahmi said there was 
understanding between the two 
sides on all subjects discussed 
today. 

Mr. Fahmi said the two pre- 
sidents had also discussed Af- 
rican problems. 

In a speech at a banquet 
which President Sadat gave last 
night for President Ceausescu, 
the Egyptian leader said Egypt 
would resist any foreign inter- 
vention in Africa. 

Observers here believed that 
Mr. Sadat was apparently refe- 
rring to the Soviet Union, 
which Egypt has accused of sup- 
porting Ethiopia in disputes 
with Sudan, and Angola against 
Zaire. 

Mr. Fahmi said the two hea- 
ds of state had agreed on str- 
engthening bilateral relations 
In all fields.

The official Middle East 
News Agency (MENA) report- 
ed that U.S. Ambassador to 
Cairo Hermann Eilts delivered 
the message to Foreign Minis- 
ter Ismail Fahmi who convey- 
ed it to toe Egyptian President. 

MENA did not elaborate. 

President Carter had talks 
recently with His Majesty King 
Hussein and Syrian President 
Hafez Assad. 

The Carter administration is 
undertaking a major effort to 
bring the Arabs and Israelis 
back to the peace conference 
in Geneva by next autumn for 
what it hopes will be a major 
step towards permanent peace 
in the Middle East. 


LONDON. May 12 (AFP). — 
The United States has assured 
Israel that it is not intending 
to recognize the Palestine Libe- 
ration Organisation and does 
not expect Israel to do like- 
wise, Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yigal AJIon said here today. 

He told a press conference 
that U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance had renewed the- 
se assurances yesterday. 

Punctuating his points with 
blows on the table, Mr. Alton 
insisted that Israel would not 
accept the creation of a “third 
state” (Palestinian) in any cir- 
cumstances but was ready to 
accept a “Jordanian-Palestinian 
federation.” 

“The PLO no, Palestinians 
yes, a separate Palestinian sta- 
te no, a Jordanian federation 
yes," he said. 

He rejected as false reports 
-- also denied by Palestinian 
leaders -- that under certain 
conditions the PLO was ready 
to recognise the existence of 
Israel. 

Mr. Allan said he had been 
pleased to learn from Mr. Van- 
ce that the expression "home- 
land" for the Palestinians (re- 
ferred to in the past by U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter) was 
also a “question to be negotia- 
ted among the interested par- 
ties".

Referring to the Geneva con- 
ference on the Middle East wh- 
ich he hoped to see held this 
year, Mr. Allon said the United 
States, far from imposing a so- 
lution, would limit itself to pre- 
paring for it carefully, in mak- 
ing propositions privately to 
the parties concerned. 


The Israeli minister denied 
that Ivory* Coast President Fe- 
lix Houphouet-Boigny whom he 
had met in Paris, was planning 
to act as a mediator in the Is- 
raeli-Arab conflict. 

On U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter's Geneva meeting last 
Monday with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad, Mr. Allon stres- 
sed his belief in toe importan- 
ce of improved relations bet- 
ween the U.S. and the Arab 
states. 

He expected the prime mini- 
ster of rhe new Israeli cabinet 
would go to Washington. “Af- 
ter that we are expecting Mr. 
Vance to visit the Middle East 
again, and then everyone will 
know better what the prospects 
are for a re-convening of the 
conference.” 

Mr. Allon denied that any 
pressure towards a settlement 
bad been placed on Israel by 
the United States. He said : 
“No American pressure has 
been felt in Israel.” 

He expressed satisfaction wi- 
th the statements on the Middle 
East already made by President 
Carter, and stressed that Israel 
had been reassured by the Am- 
ericans that they did not intend 
to publish any proposals before 
the parties involved had a cha- 
nce to react to it. 

"America will confine itself 
to the role of offering good of- 
fices to both parties,” he said. 

Referring to his talks on Af- 
rica with British Foreign Se- 
cretary David Owen, Mr. Al- 
lon said the situation there was 
so dangerous that "compared 
with Africa, the Middle East is 
a paradise.” 

He added that Israel would 
totally oppose any bid to trans- 
form toe Red Sea into an 


“Arab" sea and any closing of 
the Suez Canal. 

Emphasising the “important 
role” that toe European Eco- 
nomic Community (EEC) could 
play in seeking a solution to 
the Middle East conflict, Mr. 
Allon nonetheless said he hop- 
ed the community would re- 
frain from “new statements” 
which “are read by the Arabs 
with a microscope" and risked 
misinterpretation. 

Such declarations could only 
encourage the "stubbomess” of 
certain Arabs, he said.

1 man killed, 13 injured in major 
blaze at Saudi Arabian oilfield 


JEDDAH. May 12 (R). — Oil 
spewing from a ruptured pip- 
eline began a major blaze at 
a big Saudi Arabian oilfield, 
killing one man and injuring 
13 others, a spokesman for the 
Arabian- American oil Company 
(Aramco) said tonight 

Production was halted at the 
Abqaiq field, Saudi Arabia's 
second biggest onshore oilfield 
producing about one-tenth of 
the kingdom's oil. 

The fire, which broke out 
yesterday, was now under cont- 
rol, toe Aramco spokesman 


said, although pools of spilled 
oil between specially constru- 
cted overflow dykes were still 
ablaze. 

The casualties were identifi- 
ed only as Aramco employees. 
The spokesman did not confirm 
a report quoting the Japanese 
Ambassador to Saudi Arabia, 
Mr. Tateo Suzuki, saying six 
or seven people, including Bri- 
tish and American nationals, 
were killed. 

The fire heavily damaged a 
pumping station plus a num- 
ber of oil and gas pipelines as

LONDON, May 12 (R). — The 
Atlantic Alliance set itself to- 
day on a "Carter course" des- 
igned to build toe military str- 
ength of the West while still 
extending a friendly hand to 
toe Soviet Union. 

President Carter’s call for toe 
NATO allies to increase their 
fire-power to meet the challe- 
nge of the 1980s was formally 
endorsed by the 15-nation alli- 
ance yesterday at the end of a 
two-day London conference. 

The outcome was a tribute 
to the U.S. leader on his first 
overseas foray into internatio- 
nal diplomacy, where he was 
hailed by British Prime Minis- 
ter James Callaghan as a true 
leader of the Western World. 

Mr. Carter won virtually una- 
nimous backing from the Eu- 
ropean allies for his proposal 
to "initiate and develop a long- 
term programme to enable NA- 
TO forces to meet the chang- 
ing defence needs” of the next 
decade. 

With France as the only ma- 
jor power sitting on the side- 
lines, the allies agreed to try 
to match Mr. Carter's pledge 
to boost U.S. armed strength 
as a counter to toe Soviet mili- 
tary buildup in Europe. They 
agreed to renort on their prog- 
ress at another NATO summit 
scheduled for Washington next 
spring. 

NATO defence ministers cha- 
rged with the task of working 
out new priorities for toe all- 
iance are due to meet for a 


routine session in Brussels next 
week. The Carter plan will clea- 
rly be at the top of their age- 
nda. 

As well as agreeing to do 
ail they could to boost toe secu- 
rity of the West, toe allies also 
endorsed Mr. Carter’s propo- 
sals to pursue East- West dete- 
nte.

The Bank of Japan sold an 
estimated $200 million on toe 
foreign exchange market to try 
and stem the rush to buy dol- 
lars. 


Lebanon intends to ask 
for more U.N. observers 
along borders with Israel 


BEIRUT, May 12 (AFP). — Le- 
banon intends to ask for an 
increase in the number of Uni- 
ted Nations observers along its 
border with Israel, according to 
the Beirut newspaper A1 Nahar 
today. 

It said the Lebanese govern- 
ment had consulted the United 
States on the matter, believing 
that more U.N. observers wo- 
uld help to relax tension in the 
border area. 

For several weeks sporadic 
fighting has been taking place 
on toe Lebanese side of the 
border between rightwing Chris- 
tians, said to be aided by Is- 
rael, and militia of the leftist- 
Palestinian alliance. 

But A1 Nahar said toe Uni- 
ted States did not regard Leba- 
non's proposal as the best solu- 
tion and suggested it wait un- 
til moves were in progress to 


solve the Middle East conflict 
as a whole. 

U.N. observers have been in 
position along the Lebanese-Is- 
raeli border ever since the two 
countries signed an armistice 
in 1949 after the first Arab- 
Israeli war. 

In a separate development, 
toe hardline Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine said 
today its forces ambushed an 
Israeli tank in Israeli frontier 
territoiy and killed its five 
occupants. 

'Hie front said in a comm- 
unique released here that toe 
attack took place last night 

The tank was part of a pat- 
rol heading towards- southern 
Lebanon with munitions and 
supplies for isolated Lebanese 
Christian villages, the front 
said. 

It is the first reported inci- 
dent of its kind for many weeks.

Hie latest twist to the absurd situation prevail- 
ing in the Middle East is that Israel is now bargaining 
with the United States over the transfer of sophisti- 
cated arms technology instead on bargaining with the 
Arabs over peace terms. ' 

It is sad that the reflex action of Israel, on 
sensing pressure to make peace, is to escalate the 
stakes in the game of war. It is equally lamentable 
to witness the irresponsibility of certain U.S. senators 
who are egging Israel on this course of action. 

The Senate Foreign Relations Committee has 
before it an amendment to foreign aid legislation that 
would expand the transfer of U.S. arms technology 
to Israel beyond the limits favoured by the the admi- 
nistration. That amendment was sponsored by such 
purported friends of Israel as Senator Hubert Hum- 
phrey. 

One really wonders if these senators know what 
disasters they are inviting on the head of a country 
over whose safety and well being they profess such 
great concern. To go along with Israel on this point 
is to chart ever new inroads of insanity into a situa- 
tion that calls for wisdom and foresight, a commodity 
that could prove to be truly scarce, even on Capitol 
Hill - - unless the amendment is defeated. 

Let’s put our cards on the table. What need 
does a country have for sophisticated arms technology 
if it is seriously intent on concluding a peace agree- 
ment that will extract it from the only war in which 
it is involved ? 

It is absurd to suppose that a country at Israel’s 
level of technological development could seriously 
enter into the gruelling and exorbitantly expensive 
world armaments race. The required research alone 
far outstrips Israel’s modest capacities. Therefore, 
Israel is asking that one of the superpowers 
should simply hand it on a silver platter what it could 
not dream of producing itself. To what end? 

Israel is in fact asking for the means to break 
off its dependence on the United States as its sup- 
plier of arms, a demand that is tantamount to asking 
the U.S. to surrender one of the most important 
tools of pressure that could bring Israel to the con- 
ference table ? 

The momentum towards peace in the Middle 
East seems quite unable to make any headway against 
the immense inertia on Israel's part. Unfortunately, 
certain U.S. senators are adding their own dead wei- 
ght to that very inertia. We can only hope that wis- 
dom will triumph m the end. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL DUSTOUR editorially co- 
mments on the Israeli lobby in 
the United States which opened 
fire on Gen. Brown, Chairman 
of the American Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. The paper describes 
Gen. Brown as one of the best 
military men in the United 
States. "The Israeli lobby has 
built the scaffold for Gen. Bro- 
wn", the paper says. 

The paper recalls that Gen. 
Brown was one of the most en- 
thusiastic American supporters 
of Israel during the 1973 war. 
But what be has done is expre- 
ssed his disgust towards the 
power of the Israeli lobby in 
the United States. He has said 
that “Israel Is a military bur- 
den on the United States." 

This idea was expressed by 
the general out of his deep loy- 
ality to the U.S. and not to the 
Jewish state. The Israelis want 
him to be loyal to Israel First, 
a thing which no free American 
really can accept without the 
pressure the Israelis always put 
on American personalities, the 
paper adds. 


The paper links the campaign 
against Gen. Brown with the 
White House decision to dep- 
rive Israel of priority amis sup- 
plies. The Israelis hold Got. 
Brown, responsible for this de- 
cision. 

Moreover, the paper says that 
the Israeli campaign is consi- 
dered a test to Mr. Carter and 
his administration. 

AL SHA'B comments on the 
American reaction towards the 
talks which were concluded be- 
tween President Assad and Pre- 
sident Carter. The American si- 
de represented in Mr. Carter 
and his top aides, has reacted 
satisfactorally to the talks. It 
only remains that the United 
States execise pressure on the 
Israelis to stop their daily bre- 
ach of international laws ma- 
nifested mainly in their esta- 
blishment of settlements on the 
West Bank, the paper says.

The systems of health in- 
surance or social security that 
we devise are matched by sy- 
stems in bedouin society that 
carry out essentially the same 
functions. The hierarchical or- 
ganisation of bedouin society 
includes strict codes of condu- 
ct based on honour and loyal- 
ty, with an overriding sense 
of c ofT MU” 13 !, family or tribal 
responsibility. What bedouin 
society takes care of by its 
traditions of family unity, our 
societies take care of by social 
security, health insurance and, 
in what we call “advanced" 
societies, by emerging codes 
of corporate codes of ethical 
responsibility. One senses that 
if a bedouin were fo listen to 
a discourse about the environ- 
mental impact of a Concorde 
supersonic jet, he would al- 
ready have a good idea of what 
it is all about 

Thus it becomes inappropri- 
ate to suggest that a bedouin's 
tent is “dirty" by our standards, 
or that their children are "not 
properly cared for". From dis- 
cussions and in-depth inter- 
views and talks with bedouin 
men, women and children, 
however, one perceives their 
own priorities, and their own 
scale of material values and 
social attitudes. 

For example, the overwhel- 
ming majority would like to 
have formal education for their 
children, and regret that they 
did not have it for themselves 
(primarily, it seems, because 
they had to leave school at an 
early age to help in the family 
chores).' 

But whde education is per- 
ceived as a good thing, many 
parents are not as keen about 
educating their daughters as 
they are about their sons. 
Furthermore, most parents feel 
their single daughters should 
not work outside the home. 

Rigid sex roles are at the 
heart of bedouin society, an 
integral part of the social sys- 
tem that has emerged from cen- 
turies of desert life. At many 
of the elementary schools run 
by the army throughout the 
badia, crowds of little boys run 
around, but usually little girls 
are nowhere to be seen. They 
are at home. 

Without exception, bedouin 
women who were asked how 
many children they would like 
to have always replied "as 
many as God will give us." 
Asked similarly about their 
children that had died in in- 
fancy, they reply to the effect 
that questions of life and death 
are matters in die hands of 
God. Life and death, perhaps 
because they are both so fre- 
quent, and in a perpetual race 
against each other, are the core 
of the bedouin's fatalistic atti- 
tude. In the desert, "one does 
not question life and death any 
more than one questions shade, 
rainfall or crop harvests. 

There are levels of prosperity 
and poverty among the bedo- 
uins that correspond to those of 


urban societies. In some parts 
of Wadi Arabs, between Aqaba 
and the Dead Sea, some people 
still live under trees, in both 
summer and winter. To get 

through the winter months, 

they scoop out the earth under- 
neath the tree to offer more 
protection against the rain and 
cold. The tree branches are 
covered with bits of cloth, 
paper or other such matter 
that can be found in one's 
travels, smaller branches or 
animal hides, in order to pro- 
vide shelter from the sun and 
wind. In one remote area of 
Wadi Araba, a lone fanner who 
lives under a tree sees visitors 
once a month. He has two tree 
houses, one for winter and one 
for summer. 

His neighbour, who lives 
several kilometres away in a 
traditional tent. complains 
about malaria a few years ago, 
and says the water is stiii not 
good. He carries around a pair 
of binoculars. 

In another part of the great 
southern valley, a woman 
spends the afternoon hours 
making thread from goat’s 
hair. She says it takes her one 
year to make a piece of cloth 
one metre wide and 40 metres 
long. It takes five such pieces to 
make a full-size tent (or "beit 
sh’aer” - - house of hair - - as 
the bedouins call it). Once erec- 
ted, a tent will stay up for se- 
veral years. The cloth of a tent 
will last about 20 years, after 
which it will fray badly and 
fail apart Many of the bedo- 
uins who settle in small com- 
munities and move into small 
cement houses will often set up 
their tents outside their bomes 
- - to be used by the animals 
that they keep around, such as 
chickens, sheep or goats. 

In some cases, settled bedo- 
uins express disappointment at 
the sedentary village life. If 
their water supplies are not 
regular, or a breakdown in the 
piping system means they have 
to walk several kilometres daily 
to fetch water, they complain 
about the difficulty of living in 
a new settlement. If they have 
to find odd jobs to make a few 
dinars every few days, they 
also complain. Some of them 
fondly recall their days as 
nomads. 

Many others are pleased with 
the security of a regular doc- 
tor’s visit, daily schooling for 
their children or weekly wages 
for their working men. The 
tanker that brings water to 
some of the small settlements 
is an object of constant praise. 
But if the tanker fails to appear 
one day, the praise turns to an- 
xiety. and criticism. 

In many areas, the bedouins, 
who settle down are providing 
a source of local labour for 
whatever work is to be done in 
the region. In Wadi Araba, 
they are working on the con- 
struction of the new road link- 
ing Aqaba to the Dead Sea. In 
other areas, they are guards, 
or drivers, or lifters and haul- 
ers. In yet other regions, some 
of them who have been educat- 
ed in turn teach others. 

Generalisations about the 


bedouins are difficult and dan* 
gerous, as are generalisations 
about any other group of pe- 
ople. But it is clear that the 
vast majority would give up 
their nomadic why of life if 
they could be sure that settling 
down would bring them some 
measure of security equal to 
the security they already have 
in wandering with their herds. 
They are amenable to govern- 
ment plans to provide essentia! 
services, particularly water, 
health care and education. But 
they are dubious and wary in 
most cases. They know the 
value of water and the difficul- 
ty of having assured supplies, 
and they require the hard facts 
of proof before they fold up 
tents, or relegate them to the 
chickens in favour of the two- 
room cement house. 

There are mixed feelings 
throughout the many small 
government-sponsored settle- 
ments in the south. As can be 
expected, one’s level of con- 
tentment corresponds directly 
to one’s level of material well- 
being. There is a clear cut-off 
point where the security of the 
nomadic way of life can sur- 
pass the harshness of a settled 
village life where the fuel of 
life -- money - -is not always 
available, or not in sufficient 
quantities. Those settled bedo- 
uins who do complain often 
complain about the high prices 
of coffee, sugar or rice. Infla- 
tion is something the nomad 
does not have to worry about. 

The plans to settle the bedo- 
uins are essential to Jordan’s 
plans to develop socio-econo- 
mic institutions outside the 
crowded Amman region. Parti- 
cularly in the southern and 
eastern regions of the country, 
the bedouin population must 
provide the essential settled 
human presence that is the 
prerequisite to agricultural de- 
velopment, after which more 
sophisticated economic and so- 
cial development plans can be 
formulated. 

A dilemma faces the gov- 
ernment because the bedouins 
will only give up their noma- 
dic way of life if they are as- 
sured of a life equally secure 
for their families, but the gov- 
ernment cannot assure them of 
this until it knows what are the 
priority needs of the bedouins. 
The survey that has been car- 
ried out is a large step in this 
direction. Neither in its scope 
nor its depth is the survey sup- 
posed to be a comprehensive 
census or study of social atti- 
tudes. But in its seriousness and 
its novelty, it is a vitat start to 
providing the bedouins with 
the things they see as most im- 
portant to their own well- 
being. 

No doubt, this will only spe- 
ed up the disappearance of the 
nomadic way of life But this 
mav not be such a bad thing 
if it substitutes a sense of 
material security for the meas- 
ure of uncertainty that now 
forms such a big part of bedo- 
uin life. Or is this realty so? 
The truth is that, probably, 
nobody knows. An effort is un-

AMMAN (JNA). — Jordan's 
. « unproved economic health was

*\ press conference given by Cen- 
tral Bank Governor Dr. Mo- 
hammad Said Nabulsi Thurs- 
day. 

He pointed to easier credit 
facilities, an increased inflow 
of . money from Jordanians wor- 
king in the Gulf and relaxed 
restrictions on exporters. 

Dr. Nabulsi said that the Ce- 
ntral Bank had adopted strict 
measures since 1974 to counter 
the sharp increase in credit fa- 
cilities granted by banks to the 
commercial sector. 

These measures, he added, 
were effective. Money supply 
stabilised and settled at its nor- 
mal a nnu al growth rate of 13 
per cent beginning last July. It 
had exceeded 30 per cent in 
1974- and 1975. Following this 
return 'to normal, the Central 
Bank removed credit restric- 
tions. 

Jordan's sound economic si- 
tuation has been confirmed by

the increase in transfers made 
by Jordanians working abroad, 
he said. While total transfers 
in 1975 reached JD 42 million, 
they attained about JD 100 mil- 
lion by the end of 1976. 

On the bank's recent decision 
to cancel export permits, Dr. 
Nabulsi said this meant that 
Jordanian exporters are no lo- 
nger required to bring back to 
Jordan the value of their expor- 
ted goods in foreign currency. 
They now have the liberty to 
choose the currency most ap- 
propriate to their needs, as Jor- 
dan’s balance of payments has 
recently registered a surplus. 

The decision wiB also encou- 
rage Jordanians to increase 
their exports to Arab coun- 
tries. This is in conformity with 
the aims of the Arab common 
market, which calls on Arab 
states to boost trade exchange, 
be said. 

On the stock exchange to be 
established soon, Mr. Nabulsi 
said that the Central Bank had 
agreed with the World Bank on 
a training programme for its 
.personnel. The necessary site 
will be ready during the com- 
ing 18 months be said. 

The Central Bank agreed to 
set up a joint investment com- 
pany between Jordan and the 
Gulf states. The company will 
have a' capital of JD 5 million 
to finance industrial and tour- 
ist projects, the governer add- 
ed. 

Two banks, the Jordanian- 
Gulf Bank and the Jordanian - 
Kuwaiti Bank, will be set up. 
A third, a Jordanian-Syrian 
bank, would deal in commercial 
transactions and bolster joint 
industries in the two countries, 
he concluded.

AMMAN (JNA). — Work on 
the Abut Lissan and Wuhaida 
pilot irrigation schemes in 
Ma’an Govemorate will be com- 
pleted within the next two mo- 
nths, official sources at the Na- 
tural Resources Authority said 
Wednesday.

The Wuhaida project -• on 
the Wadi Mousa-Desert road - - 
will irrigate l,700 dunums from 
two nearby artesian wells. The 
area will also be planted with 
apple and vine trees. 

The two projects will cost 
JD 408,000. to be financed by 
a British loan. 


1976 TOURIST 
ARRIVALS JUMP 
50 PER CENT 

AMMAN (JNA). - The num- 
ber of tourists attracted to 
Jordan in 1976 Jumped 50 
per cent compared to 1975, 
a statistical release 
Thursday. 

A total of 1,063,294 tour- 
ists entered Jordan in 1976 
as against 708,000 In 1975. 

746,058 were from neigh- 
bouring Arab countries, 
196,303 from non-Arab Mid- 
dle East and Asian coun- 
tries, while 67,956 were 
from Europe and other cou- 
ntries of the world. 

Figures showed that 73.1 
per cent of the total a am- 
ber of tourists entering Jor- 
dan were from Arab coun- 
tries: Syria 279,784; Leba- 
non 150,864; Saudi Arabia 
103,676 ; Egypt 31,332; Iraq 
31,778; other Arab countries 
48,614.

2 grain silos here 


AMMAN (JNA). — The Jorda- 
nian government and a Syrian 
firm Thursday signed an agree- 
ment to build two JD 6.5 mil- 
lion grain silos in Amman and 
Aqaba. 

Minister of Public Works. 
Said Bino, who signed for Jor- 
dan, said that the accord pro- 
vides for the construction of 
two silos for storing 100,000 
tons of grain in Amman and 
Aqaba, besides the construction 
of modern equipment in Aqaba 
for unloading grain vessels at 


the rate of 480 tonnes per hour 
and removing the grain ;o the 
silos. 

The apparatus will incorpor- 
ate up-to-date mechanisms for 
loading lorries and trains with 
grain from the silos. 

Mr. Bino also said that in 
planning the storage installa- 
tions in Amman, consideration 
was given to the construction 
of a flour will and fodder plant 
in the silo area. 

* Work on the project will 
start in two months to be com- 
pleted in two years, he added.

OPEC head 
says oil prices 
are too low 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (R). 
— The International Monetary 
Fund's managing director said 
today the real economic grow- 
th rate of the industrialised 
countries would slow this year 
10 4.5 per cent, compared to 
about 5.5 per cent in 1576. 

Mr. H. Johannes Witteveen 
was speaking in Holland to the 
Netherlands Christian Employ- 
ers Union. The text of his pre- 
pared remarks was made avail- 
able to the press here. 

He said some modest accele- 
ration of growth was expected 
this year among the primary 
producing countries, while the 
economies of the less develop- 
ed countries were likely to 
grow at rates close to their 
long-term trend. 

Despite this slowing in the 


industrialised world, there were 
a number of encouraging signs 
providing hope for a transition 
to sound and more sustained 
economic growth, he added. 

He said there was a growing 
realisation among policy-makers 
that stability should be the 
prime objective, but he warned 
against '“un cautious" efforts to 
force a swifter rate of economic 
growth at the price of inflation. 

Mr. Witteveen said emphasis 
must be given to restoring price 
stability if the world economic 
recovery was to continue. He 
pointed out that inflation in 
the industrialised world would 
continue to rise at seven per 
cent this year. 

He stressed that some coun- 
tries -- most notably the Unit- 
ed States, West Germany and

10.5 million barrels a day. 

Aramco said it spent more 
than two billion dollars for 
new plants, property and eq- 
uipment last year, and that 
total spending for itself and 
for the government rose 77 
per cent over the 1975 figure.

-- The surplus of the Orga- 
nisation of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries (OPEC) would 
total $42 billion this year, com- 
pared to $44 billion last year. 


NEW YORK. May 12 (R). — 
Oil prices are still too low. 
judging from high world de- 
mand, OPEC’s Secretary-Gene- 
ral Aii M. Jaidah said yester- 
day. 

Mr. Jaidah told a business 
.uncheon that some member 
states of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
are increasingly concerned 
about their own domestic ener- 
gy requirements. 

"It is not reasonable to ex- 
pect these countries to export 
their resources at low prices 
today and import energy at 
prohibitive prices in the future,” 
he said. 

Mr. Jaidah also touched on 
petrodollar surpluses owned by 
oil-rich countries. He said it 
was imperative that the oil ex- 
porters be guaranteed against 
erosion of their surpluses from 
inflation of currency fluctua- 
tions. 


French council calls 
on companies to help 
reduce unemployment 


PARIS, May 12 (AFP). — The 
French Employers’ Council to- 
day called on companies to 
“mobilise" in order to bring 
down the unemployment figure 
of over one million to 700,000 
by the end of the year. 

Francois Ceyrac, President of 
the Council ("Patronat"), said 
that France was "emerging 
from the crisis” insofar as out- 
put. investment and exports 
had risen. But unemployment 
remained as high as it was in 
October 1975.

African 
elephants face 
extinction 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (R). 
— African elephants may soon 
become extinct unless the ivory 
trade is controlled, a British 
scientist with the world wild- 
life fund warned today. 

Dr. Ian Douglas-Hamflton 
told a news conference the 
animals have been disappearing 
from many areas of Africa 
since the price of ivory rose to 
between $30 and $50 a kflo 
(22 pouhds) in 1972., 

Most of the continent’s esti- 
mated one million elephants 
are in Tanzania, Zaire and 
Zambia, there are only about 

7,000 left in South Africa, Dr. 
Douglas-Hamflton said.

Saudi businessman Adrian 
Kashoggi arrived here yester- 
day to see President James 
Mancham, representing Saudi 
Prince' Talal Ibn Abdul Aziz, 
brother of King Khalid. 

The National quoted the pr- 
ince as saying the new comp- 
lex would have no reason to 
enw Acapulco, the Mexican 
resort favoured by American 
jet setters. 

President Mancham reporte- 
dly hopes to turn the Seychel- 
les into a leisure centre to at- 
tract foreigners working in 
Arab Gulf states. Mr. Kashoggi 
is planning to build his own 
hotel in the Seychelles.

— The U.S. delegation abstai- 
ned in a vote by the World 
Bank governing body yester- 
day on $57 million in loans 
to Ethiopia, to mark its "gra- 
ve concern regarding the hu- 
man rights situation there", 
state department spokesman 
Fred Brown said today. 

The loans were approved no- 
netheless and will be accord- 
ed through the International 
Development Association 
(IDA), the World Bank’s soft- 
loan affiliate. 


The spokesman said that ta- 
king Ethiopia's difficult eco- 
nomic situation into account, 
“the U.S., rather than oppos- 
ing the loans, showed disap- 
proval by abstaining." 

The loans are expected to 
be announced officially later 
this week. They are a $32 mil- 
lion credit for construction or 
repair of 8,000 kms.

* TEHRAN, May 12 (AFP). — Iran has established a 50-mile 
fishing zone it was announced here today. The measure will in 
particular affect fishing boats from Norway, the Soviet Union, 
North Korea and Pakistan, Iranian newspapers predicted. In nar- 
row parts of the Gulf, the zone will be narrower to keep it from 
overlapping fishing zones of Arab states. 

* NICOSIA. May 12 (AFP). — A commercial airliner took off 
here today for the first time since the Cyprus war front advanced 
to the airport in July, 1974. Turkish officials late last year autho- 
rised the take-offs of two Trident airliners when Cyprus Airways 
sold them to British Airways. The second craft will leave after 
being restored to flying condition. 

* LONDON, May 12 (AFP). — The British government's external 
debt was $22200 million on April 1, the treasury announced today. 
The figure includes $11,500 million in international market borro- 
wing, which in turn includes $3200 million from the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), $3,500 million from the Euro-Currency 
Market and $680 million from sterling balance holders. Borrowing 
by nationalised bodies and other public organisations from abroad 
was $10,700 million. 

* HONG KONG, May 12 (AFP). — Hong Kong, suffering its worst 
drought this century, may begin rationing water next month if the 
scorch continues. Water supplies director WJDA. Tucker told a 
news conference here today that a contingency plan would be put 
into effect unless there were a minimum of six inches of rainfall 
in the next three weeks. 

* TEHRAN, May 12 (Pars News Agency). — The National Iranian 
Oil company released today the figures of Iran's oil production 
and exports for the month of ApriL The average daily production 
reached 5,411,312 barrels of which 536,735 barrels were produced 
by Sirip, Iran Pan American Oil Company, LAPCO, and IMINOCO, 
the joint venture operating companies. Exports of crude ofl stood 
at 4230,750 barrels daily, and the direct exports by the NIOC

face of the water and are 
capable of absorbing up to 
992 per cent of the spilt oil, 
Tass said. 

Tests carried out on the Ba- 
ltic and the Okhotsk Seas sho- 
wed that the compounds could 
be used economically and

Air traffic controllers strike 
paralyses Australia’s airports 
for the sixth day 


ADELAIDE, Australia. May 12 
(R). — Australian Prime Mi- 
nister Malcolm Fraser today 
called his cabinet into emer- 
gency session here as a pay 
strike by air traffic control- 
lers paralysed the country’s 
airports for the sixth day. 

The government, determined 
to get skeleton services ope- 
rating, was expected to comp- 
lete plans to call in the air 
force to fly passengers to the 
island state of Tasmania - - 
cut off from mainland Austra- 
lia by the stoppage. 

But the strike, which has 
stranded thousands of passen- 
gers in Australia and overseas 
and cost airlines millions of 
dollars in lost revenue, seemed 
likely to spread to other in- 
dustries if the government sto- 
od firm on its threat to bring 
in the air force. 

Union leaders warned that 
the use of servicemen would 
be regarded as strike-break- 
ing and could herald all-out 
confrontation between the un- 
ions and the government. 

Labour opposition leader 
Gough Whitiam described the 
proposal to bring in the air 
force as "utterly provocative 
and inflammatory." 

Mr. Bob Garllck, spokesman 
for the 900 traffic controllers 
who went on strike last Fri- 
day night in support of de- 
mands for a 36 per cent pay 
rise, said that air force inter- 
vention would only escalate 
the dispute 

In an attempt to head off 
the use of military aircraft, 
the Australian Federation of 
Airline Pilots offered to ope- 
rate emergency air services to 
Tasmania and isolated areas in 
the outback of Western Aust- 
ralia without pay. 


But Mr. Fraser and his top 
ministers were apparently de- 
termined to get some air ser- 
vices moving again by one 
means or another. 

The government was also 
considering moves to introduce 
legislation in parliament - - 
now in recess -- to make 
Australia's air traffic control 
system part of the country's 
national security system _ on 
lines similar to the United 
States. 

Iraqi paper 


BAGHDAD. May 12 <R). — 
The Iraqi newspaper A1 Thaw- 
ra yesterday urged Arab oil 
producing countries against 
participating in the new fund 
being set up by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) 
to help countries with balance 
of payments problems. 

The ruling Baath Party pa- 
per said the fund would be 
of greater advantage to capi- 
talist states than to develop- 
ing nations and was aimed 
at depleting the coffer of oil 
countries. 

In an article quoted by the 
Iraq news agency, the paper 
said the United States had ex- 
erted pressure on some Arab 
oil producing countries and 
some European industrial sta- 
tes with toe aim of placing 

12,000 million dollars at the 
disposal of the IMF to help 
it give additional loans to de- 
veloping countries.

WASHINGTON (Gemini) — 
An array of international aid 
led by France, Belgium, toe 
US., Morocco and Sudan has 
provided military backing for 
the defence of Zaire’s Presi- 
dent Mobutu Sese Seko in the 
two-month old conflict against 
anti-goyemmeht rebels in mi- 
neral-rich Shaba province. 

While the reason generally 
given for this intervention is 
fear of “Soviet expansion” in 
Africa, evidence suggests one 
m a in motive is to prevent fi- 
nancial collapse of Zaire. It 
is more than $2 billion in debt. 

Western, and particularly, 
US. financiers fear that if 
Zaire goes bankrupt, the im- 
pact and significance would 
be far-reaching and affect 
other Third World nations, 
whose collective debt now is 
about $180 billion. More than 
$500 million is owed to private 
U.S. banks. 

Since last June, IMF offi- 
cials and private banks have 
been working overtime to re- 
schedule Zaire's debts and put 
that nation on the road to re- 
covery.

After his vis- 
it Friedman told his fellow- 
banks involved in Zaire loan 
consortiums that "it would ap- 
pear that the success of 
Mobutu's economic programme 
hinges on the outcome of the 
Shaba affair”. 

Last June officials of all the 
Western governments involved 
met in Paris to "reschedule” 
Zaire’s debts. They agreed to 
allow Zaire a delay of up to 
10 years for payments due in 
1975-6 to foreign governments. 
But that agreement did not 
cover debts to commercial 
banks. 

So 13 "agent banks" which 
had organised loans to Zaire 
by 98 global banks sent a 
joint telex to Mobutu in Au- 
gust demanding to meet with 
Zaire officials to discuss the 
fi n a n cial situation. The agent 
banks - - half of them American 

- - had previously agreed to 
coordinate their case. 

Last September officials of 
the agent banks met secretly 
in London with Zaire officials 
led by the head of the Central 
Bank, Sambwa. Sambwa asked 
for a 15-year rescheduling. 

The unprecedented meeting 

- - it was the first time private 
bankers had met with a de- 
faulting nation -- hoped to get 
back some of the money ear- 
ly, though it had been expec- 
ted that a rescheduling would 
be necessary. 

After several meetings in the 


following month. Irving 
Friedman disclosed that he 
had made a deal with Sambwa. 
His plan provided that Zaire 
would accept strict economic 
policies and management • re- 
forms required by an IMF 
"stabilisation” programme and 
would have to pay back inte- 
rest and principal it owed 
(about $150 million) by early 
this year. 

hi return. Citibank would 
lead an effort to raise $250 
million in new capital funds 
for Zaire. Friedman has clai- 
med that some of the money 
would be used to rejuvenate 
the economy rather than just 
pay back old debts. Other 
banks doubted this possibility, 
their distrust based on 
Mobutu’s historically lavish 
prestige spending and econo- 
mic mismanagement. 

Mobutu signed a letter ac- 
cepting IMF conditions 
which included sharp cuts in 
government spending and tight 
money credit policies -- ear- 
lier this year. 

But the fighting in Shaba 
province, where the bulk of 
Zairefs vast resources --co- 
balt, manganese, zinc, uran- 
ium, tin and most of all cop- 
per that accounts for 70 per 
cent of Zaire’s foreign excha- 
nge - - are located, have cast 
a shadow on new financing 
plans. 

Recently toe IMF enacted 
the first phase of the stabili- 
sation programme, approving 
an $86 million loan to Zaire. 
How much of that will go to- 
wards footing the bill for the 
fighting in Shaba is not kn- 
own. 

Although New York bank- 
ers claim that they ask no fa- 
vours of toe government In 
protecting their financial sta- 
kes. there is little doubt that 
the presence of private Arne- 
nran capital weighs heavily on 
u.S. decision-making. 

In 1975, when In the midst 
of the Angola conflict, the 
. 1 De P artn, ent requested 
560 million in emergency aid 
to Zaire, the threat to U.S. 
financial interests was promi- 
nently cited by State Depart- 
ment officials. It Is an open 
secret that Washington has en- 
couraged the booming private 
investments in Zaire. 

As late as last July, when 
Zaire was at toe height of its 
deepest economic troubles, the 
U.S. embassy in Kinshasa dec- 
lared that Zaire "continues to 
offer good prospects to the far- 
sighted supplier and investor.” 

Citibank's Zaire expert has 
been spending a day each week 
in Washington exchanging vie- 
ws and information with toe 
State and Treasury Departme- 
nts. At least a dozen banks 
are in regular contact with 
the State Department about 
Zaire. 


One department official ad- 
mitted there was "reasonable- 
coordination between banks 
and toe government sayir.« 
“Our interests are not Ider 
cal, but they are not opposed 
and they ore not separate." 

Zaire’s “American connec- 
tion" runs deep, and private 
and public roles often are ne- 
bulous, with former U.S. offi- 
cials playing large roles on be- 
half of private business. Larry 
Devlin, former chief of the CIA 
station in Kinshasa, the lar- 
gest in Africa, is now the Zaire 
representative for New York 
entrepreneur Maurice Temple- 
sman, on a salary of nearly 
$100,000 a year. 

Although postponed due to 
toe economic situation. Temp- 
lesman got the contract to or- 
ganise the huge $700 million 
Tenke Fungurume copper min- 
ing complex in Shaba provin- 
ce, and the U.S. led the raul- 
ti -national consortium organ*- 
sed by Templesman, edging 
out traditional Belgian intere- 
sts. 

Although the financial col- 
lapse of Zaire could be abso- 
rbed without any real danger 
to and individual lender or the 
international financial system, 
the big fear Is that, given the 
enormity of Third World deb* 
ts, it could be a blow to' in- 
vestor confidence in major 
commercial banks, which in re- 
cent years have played e tar* 
ge and growing role In to* 0 * 
to foreign governments.

Logical deduction is no 
substitute for cold hard 
facts, as declarer found to 
his cost on this hand from a 
recent rubber bridge game. 

North was slightly ag- 
gressive in driving to slam 
after West had made a weak 
jump overcall in spades. 
There were combinations of 
cards that would have left 
declarer with no play for 
twelve tricks at no trump, 
especially since North's only 
long suit rated to duplicate 
his partner's holding. As it 
was, the contract depended 
only on declarer's ability to 
locate the queen of dia- 
monds. 

West led the king of 
spades, won by the ace. De- 
clarer reasoned that, since 
West was marked with 
spade length, he was more 
likely to be short in dia- 
monds. Accordingly, he led 


to the king of diamonds and 
returned a diamond. East's 
failure to follow proved to be 
a mortal blow. Declarer cash- 
ed his nine winners and con- 
ceded the last four tricks to 
West for down three. He 
complained bitterly about 
his fate. 


While the fates were, per- 
haps, unkind, declarer gave 
the hand somewhat less than 
the best play. Instead of 
committing himself early to 
a guess in the diamond suit, 
he should have set out to 


learn as much as possible 
about the hand. 

Correct technique is to 
duck the first spade lead and 
win the second. Next, he 
cashes his six tricks in 
hearts and clubs. These 


manuevers will permit de- 
clarer to guarantee the con- 
tract. He will have learned 
that West started with 


seven spades (East showed 
out on the second round), 
two hearts and one dub. 
Therefore. West has to have 


three diamonds. 

Declarer cashes the ace of 
diamonds in case East was 
dealt a singleton queen. 


When the lady does not 
appear, declarer can finesse 
the jack of diamonds next.

Nixon appears

WASHINGTON. May 12 (R). 
— Former President Richard 
Nixon tonight plays, in a na- 
tionally televised interview 
show, the role by which he

It will be his second, en- 
counter in successive weeks 
with British television perso- 
nality David Frost. The first 
plumbed the depths of the Wa- 
tergate scandals but the sec- 
ond is devoted to Mr. Nixon's 
foreign policy triumphs. 

Mr. Nixon and Mr. Frost 
could each earn as much as 
$1 million from the sale of 
the four-interview series. To- 
night’s 90-minute programme 
will be broadcast over 155 te- 
levision stations. 

To avoid clashing with the 
broadcast, the White House re- 
scheduled a television press 
conference by President Carter 
originally due to start at the 
same time.

NEW YORK. May 12 (Agen- 
cies) — The operators of New 
York's Kennedy Airport today 
prepared a legal battle to keep 
supersonic Concorde off their 
runways. 

The ’ Port Authority to New 
York and New Jersey, which 
runs the airport, said it would 
appeal against a judge's ruling 
yesterday permitting the Anglo- 
French plane to land here. 

District Court Judge Milton 
Pollack ruled that the authority 
did not have the right to ban 
the plane because the federal 
government has given Concorde 
a trial landing period of 16 
months. 

British Airways and Air Fr- 
ance, which say landing rights 
at New York are vital for the 
aircraft’s future, announced la- 
st night that the plane would 
make its New York debut on 
June 20. 

The port authority, politicians 
and New Yorkers living in the 
airport's vicinity vowed to try 
to stop the piane landing here. 
Concorde already flies from 
Paris and London to Washin- 
gton's Dulles Airport. 

A spokesman for Concorde 
opponents, lawyer Brian Levi- 
nson, said he would try to have 
the plane's pilots arrested if 
it violated airport noise limits. 

Judge Pollack said he would 
enter his ruling into the court 
record within 10 days, after 


which the port authority can 
ask him to stay the ruling pen- 
ding an appeal. 

If the judge refuses, the port 
authority can ask the U S, Co- 
urt of Appeals to hold the order 
until their appeal is heard - - 
a move which could delay Con- 
corde's maiden landing here 
on June 20.

# SEOUL, May 12 (AFP). — South Korea will strongly urge the 
United States to sufficiently reinforce South Korean armed forces 
prior to the planned withdrawal of American ground troops from 
Korea, official sources said here today. The sources made the 
remark following an announcement that Gen. George Brown, 
Chairman of the U.S. Joint Chiefs -of-Staff and Mr. Philip Habib, 
Under-Secretary of State for Political Affairs, will come to Seoul 
on May 24 to hold consultations on troops withdrawal. The sour- 
ces emphasised that Seoul will warn strenuously during their up- 
coming talks that the American forces pullout should never create 
a vacuum likely to “whet North Korea’s aggressive intentions" to- 
wards the South. 

# MANILA, May 12 (AFP). — - A senior Philippine military officer 
warned Wednesday Moslem rebels might stage a show of force 
and launch attacks on the occasion of the' Tripoli meeting next 
week of the Islamic Conference. Brig. Gen. Mario Espina, Consta- 
bulary (National Police) Zone Commander for Central Philippines, 
said that annual meetings of the Islamic nations in recent years 
had been accompanied by out-breaks of rebel attacks in southern 
Philippines. The Islamic conference is to hold its eighth session in 
Tripoli May 16-22 and is expected to discuss the recent breakdown 
of peace talks here between the Philippine government and the 
Moro National Liberation Front. 

•# ASHIBETSU, Japan. May 12 (R). — Twenty -five miners were 
killed and eight were injured in a cave-in after a gas explosion at 
a colliery in the northern Japanese island of Hokkaido yesterday, 
police said. Rescue teams found the last two bodies early today 
after picking their way through debris to a narrow shaft, where 33 
miners were working at the time of the explosion. The eight who 
escaped were in hospital with bums and other injuries. 

4 PEKING, May 12 (R). — Separate earth tremors shook north 
and south China today, but there were no reports of damage or 
casualties. The first tremor was centred in southern Kwantung 
Province and registered between 4.2 and 4.6 on the open-ended 
Richter scale, according to the Hong Kong Observatory. Several 
hours later a slight tremor was felt here in Peking, causing win- 
dows to creak and lamps to sway in high-rise buildings but only 
for a few seconds. The Peking tremor was faint compared to a 
major quake last July which devastated the coal-mining city of 
Tang Shan- There was no official comment but informed sources 
said they understood the Peking tremor's epicentre was in the 
Tang Shan region, about 160 kins, east of the capital.

S. AFRICAN F.M. 
WINS BY-ELECTION 


JOHANNESBURG, May 12 (R) 
— South African Foreign Mi- 
nister Pik Botha yesterday 
won a seat in parliament with 
the highest majority ever re- 
corded by a candidate of the 
ruling Nationalist Party. 

Mr. Botha defeated the ext- 
reme rightwing Herstigte Na- 
tional Party (HNP) candidate, 
Mr. Mackie NeL by 9,126 votes 
to 652 in a straight fight. 

In a brief address he told 
his supporters: “I see the re- 
sult as a mandate to move 
away from race discrimination 
in South Africa and to be de- 
termined to stick by our rights 
for survival against external 
onslaughts.” 

A former South African am- 
bassador to the United States, 
44-year-old Mr. Botha received 
more votes than the 8,800 won 
by Prime Minister Johrf Vo ra- 
ter in the 1974 South African 
general election.

MOSCOW, May 12 (R). — 
Exiled Spanish Communist lead- 
er Dolores Ibarruri. “La Pasio- 
naria" of the Spanish civil war, 
was today issued with a pass- 
port to return to Spain, an em- 
bassy spokesman said. 

The Spanish Europa Press 
Agency, citing Communist sour- 
ces, reported from Madrid to- 
day that the 82-year-old Com- 
munist leader will return to 
Spain next week at the ear- 
liest 

A Spanish passport was also 
issued to her secretary, Senora 
Irene Falcon, the spokesman at 
the Moscow embassy said. 

Senora Ibarruri, who has liv- 
ed in exile In Moscow for near- 


ly 40 years since the civil war 
ended, is reported to be plan- 
ning to return to Spain follow- 
ing the legalisation of the Com- 
munist Party last month. She is 
the party president. 

The embassy spokesman said 
neither Senora Ibarruri nor her 
secretary went to the embassy 
to collect the passports. 

Senora Ibarruri went to Mos- 
cow in 1939 after the Spanish 
Republican government was 
overthrown by Falangist forces 
led by Gen. Franco. 

The embassy spokesman said 
Senora Ibarruri’s passport had 
been issued on the instruction 
of the Spanish government. 

Spain and the Soviet Union 


established full diplomatic rela- 
tions in February, upgrading 
trade missions which had exis- 
ted in Madrid and Moscow for 
the past three years. 

Some 20,000 Spanish Republi- 
cans went to Moscow at the 
end of the civil war. There are 
believed to be only about 2.000 
remaining but several hundred 
sons and daughters of the exiles 
have married non-Spanish So- 
viet citizens. 

In Madrid, government sour- 
ces confirmed that the embas- 
sy in Moscow had been autho- 
rised to give Senora Ibarruri a 
passport and that she was free 
to pick it up whenever she 
wanted to and return to Spain. 


London meet fails to agree on plan for nuclear checks 


WASHINGTON, May 12 
(Agencies). — Efforts to agree 
on a nuclear non-proliferation 
plan failed to bear fruit in 
London last week when the 
world’s 15 nuclear technology 
exporters met to discuss the 
matter, sources close to the 
U.S. delegation said today. 

The sources said several of 
the 15 members of the so-cal- 
led Nuclear Exporters' Club, 
including France, had opposed 
a plan that would have out- 
lawed the sale of nuclear reac- 
tors to countries that refused 
regular inspection of their 
plants by an international 
authority. 

The proposal was introduced 
by the Soviet Union and Bri-

U.S. delegate Joseph Nye let 
it be known that Washington 
would study on a case-by-case 
basis all requests for repro- 
cessing of radioactive wastes 
formulated by other countries. 

To strengthen safety precau- 
tions, Mr. Nye told the meet- 
ing that the U.S. would seek 
new agreements with nations 
that had abstained from signing 
the Non-Proliferation Treaty. 

Among the countries target- 
ed, the sources said were Bra- 
zil, South Africa, Israel and 
India. 

Meanwhile, West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
today called for developing 
countries to be included In new 
talks aimed at further controll- 
ing the spread of nuclear weap- 
ons. 

Reporting to the Bundestag 
on results of the London sum- 
mit, .he said such discussions 
"cannot be conducted by the 
industrial states alone." 

Last weekend leaders of the 
seven leading non-communist 
industrial nations represented 
at the London talks ordered ex- 
perts to prepare a report with- 
in two months on means of in- 
creasing international controls 
over nuclear technology ex- 
ports. 

Herr Schmidt stressed in his 
speech to the Bundestag that 
this report would only repre- 
sent a preliminary analysis, and 
that quick results were out of 
the question because of the 


complexity of the subject. 

He said talks on stepping up 
controls against nuclear proli- 
feration should particularly in- 
clude the Third World’s atomic 
“threshhold” countries - - states 
which have the ability to make 
nuclear bombs or could be ex- 
pected to do so within the fore- 
seeable future. 

The inclusion of Third World 
countries in these discussions 
was logical since participants in 
the London summit had agreed 
that nuclear non-proliferation 
measures had to be acceptable 
to both industrial and develop- 
ing states, he added. 

West Germany has agreed to 
sell Brazil nuclear reprocess- 
ing facilities, which could pro- 
vide it with plutonium for mak- 
ing atomic bombs. The U.S. 


administration has asked West 
Germany to call off this part of 
the deal, which also includes 
the supply of nuclear* power 
and uranium enrichment plants, 

Herr Schmidt said the London 
conferences had boosted the 
Western W'orld’s confidence in 
its ability to solve its economic 
difficulties. 

Largely because of the row 
over the Brazilian deal, rela- 
tions between the UJ5. and 
West Germany had been stra- 
ined before the London talks. 

But in his speech today the 
chancellor praised President 
Jimmy Carter, whom he met 
for the first time In office at 
the weekend, as someone "who 
is tackling the problems of bis 
country and the Western World 
with energy and vigour."

London reels under the strains of summitry

LONDON. May 12 (R). — A 
summit a day keeps boredom 
at bay, but a surfeit of sum- 
mits gives a touch of indiges- 
tion even to this worldly old 
capital. 

Most Londoners reacted fav- 
ourably to a five-day diet of 
presidents and premiers but 
the menu was too rich for 
some. 

According to one medical ex- 
pert analysing the summitry 
syndrome, the outcome was a 
complete sense of unreality. 

British Prime Minister James 
Callaghan publicly described 
the president of Portugal as 
the leader of Braz3. 

A television commentator the 
other day said: “This great 
gathering of Western leaders” 
while his cameras focussed un- 
erringly on the face of Japane- 
se Prime Minister Takeo Fuk- 
uda. 

One Londoner queuing for 
coffee at a snack bar near con- 
ference headquarters complain- 
ed that he was jostled by Chan- 


cellor Helmut Schmidt of West 
Germany. The jostle r certainly 
looked like the chancellor but 
he turned out to be Mr. Walter 
Frith, a local plumber. 

Tramps whose entry in Who's 
Who would list their residence 
as St. James's Park were under 
the constant threat of being 
trampled on by Canada's athle- 
tic Prime Minister Pierre Tru- 
deau, a fresh-air fiend who kept 
persuading fellow leaders to go 
for a stroll instead of lounging 
in limousines. 

The one man nobody could 
mistake was President Carter, 
who drew the crowds and pres- 
sed the flesh and flashed the 
smile that stood him out from 
all the others. 

“Good old Jimmy," choruss- 
ed the crowds, and they didn't 
mean Mr. Callaghan. 

Summitry finally peaked out 
in springtime London. It all be- 
gan at the weekend when seven 
leaders of the non-communist 
industrial world assembled to 
debate the economic mess and 
decided that something should 
be done about it. 


On Monday the government 
heads of the United States, Bri- 
tain, France and West Germany 
met to discuss the special pro- 
blems of Berlin. 

That summit was half the 
size of the economic summit, 
which itself was dwarfed by 
the subsequent 15-nation NATO 
summit that began on Tues- 
day. 

In the meantime President 
Carter had sneaked in a sum- 
mit of his own, flying to Gene- 
va for talks with President 
Hafez Assad of Syria. 

On every side, private little 
summits were going on in 
London. 

President Carter was again 
the star of this sideline sum- 
mitry, holding separate meet- 
ings with leaders of France, 
West Germany, Britain, Greece, 
Turkey and Portugal. 

If a private chat with NATO 
Secretary General Joseph Luns 
can be defined as a summit, he 
did that too. 

Reporters covering the meet- 
ings became bemused by the 


number of special passes they 
had to carry. 

One problem was just to get 
a pass of any kind. Hundreds 
of journalists from all over the 
world spent hours in bleak cor- 
ridors waiting to be photogra- 
phed by a machine that 
wouldn't work because of a 
power failure. 

A reporter from the United 
States found that the photo- 
graph on his pass was totally 
blank, but it didn’t seem to 
matter. 

Other American reporters 
staying in a London hotel boy- 
cotted the restaurant because 
it was charging $1 for a cup of 

coffee. 

With newspaper's headlining 
the top-level conferences day 
after day, a young boy was 
heard to ask his mother: 
"What's a summit, mum?" 

“Shut up”, she replied. 

For those who care, sum- 
mitry Is defined in the diction- 
ary as “The practice or tech- 
nique of holding summit con- 
ferences.” In London, It was 
elevated to high art. 
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
